Thence  in  a  northerly  direction  by  other  land  now  or  formerly 
of  Frohman  Anderson  975  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point  for  a 
corner;  Thence  in  an  easterly  direction  by  land  now  or  form¬ 
erly  of  Charles  A.  Roderiques  and  Augustine  D.  Roderiques 
625  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point  in  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Millers  Lane;  Thence  by  the  westerly  sideline  of  Millers  Lane 
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in  a  Southeasterly  direction  530  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point 
for  a  corner;  Thence  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Paul  D. 
Rebello  and  Carol  Ann  Rebello  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
209  feet  to  a  stake  for  a  corner;  Thence  continuing  by  said 
Rebello  land  in  a  southeasterly  direction  209  feet  to  a  point

The  Dighton  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  hereby  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  citizens  of  Dighton  their  second  Annual  Report. 

The  prime  function  of  the  elected  board  is  to  manage 
the  Dighton  Sewer  Department.  At  the  present  time  the 
Sewer  Department  is  in  its  initial  stage  and  will  slowly  evolve 
as  the  sewer  system  is  constructed.  The  Sewer  Commissioners 
in  conjunction  with  the  Tibbetts  Engineering  Corp.  have 
recently  finished  Phase  II  of  a  three  phase  program.  Phase 
III  being  actual  construction. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  have  been  working  closely 
with  Tibbetts  Engineering  Corp.  to  assure  that  the  needs  of 
the  Town  are  incorporated  into  the  systems  design. 

At  the  present  time  the  financial  outlook  of  the  project 
is  good.  The  cost  of  the  sewer  system  has  increased  in  the 
last  two  years,  but  the  Town  of  Dighton’s  cost  has  been 
reduced  due  to  increased  funding  from  State  and  Federal 
agencies  and  additional  grants  obtained  by  the  Sewer  Com¬ 
mission. 

The  Board  has  by  their  own  choice  been  operating  on  a 
limited  budget  and  will  most  likely  continue  in  this  matter 
until  the  project  enters  the  construction  phase.

The  law  requires  that  all  dogs  over  the  age  of  (3)  months, 
large  or  small,  must  be  licensed  every  year,  (due  April  1st) 
whether  penned,  housed,  or  running  loose,  and  receive  Rabies 
Shots  every  (3)  years  and  wear  both  tags  attached  to  a  collar 
or  harness.  Dog  licenses  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
or  before  April  1st.  All  unlicensed  dogs  will  be  picked  up  at 
the  owners  expense.  There  are  still  a  number  of  unlicensed 
dogs  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  A  special  effort  will  be  made 
to  contact their  owners  to  license  their  dogs  or  court  action 
could  result  for  failure  to  do  so.  After  May  1st  owners  of  all 
unlicensed  dogs  will  be  contacted  to  license  them  or  face  court 
action.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


All  complaints  involving  dogs  were  acted  on.  All  owners 
of  dogs  that  had  bitten  people  were  notified  to  restrain  their 
dogs  for  (14)  days.  Stray  dogs  were  either  returned  to  owners 
or  held  for  (10)  days  then  were  sold  or  disposed  of.  I  have 
received  many  complaints  of  dogs  in  rubbish,  chasing  cars, 
chasing  people  riding  bicycles  and  walking  on  the  streets, 
barking  at  night  keeping  people  awake,  and  using  neighbor’s 
yards  for  '‘comfort  stations”.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  dog  owners 
to  clean  up  after  their  dogs  on  rubbish  pick  up  days.  All  dog 
owners  are  liable  for  any  damage  their  dogs  have  done  to 
livestock,  fowl,  or  property.  Also  drivers  of  vehicles  that  have 
killed  or  injured  dogs  or  cats  must  make  themselves  known 
to  the  dog  owners  and  dog  officer  and/or  police.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  prepared  maps  and  material 
for  the  conveyance  of  a  legal  right  of  way  across  a  corner 
of  Town  Landing  at  the  start  of  Main  Street,  called  Zebulon 
Landing,  to  Arnold  B.  Shaw  of  Shaw's  Boat  Yard.  Thru  the 
years  this  passage  has  been  used  and  was  legalized  at  the 
Sept.  29  Town  Meeting. 

The  historical  signs  have  been  repainted.  This  being  a 
part  time  project  by  one  of  the  high  school  boys. 

The  acquisition  of  the  land  area  for  the  Atwood-Walker 
Historical  Park  is  held  back  because  a  suitable  right  of  way 
from  Somerset  Ave.  to  the  land  cannot  at  this  time  be  acquired. 

Of  interest  to  note  is  that  several  buttons  and  coins  have 
been  found  at  the  town  landings  by  metal  detection  by  9- 
town  citizen  that  indicate  business  activities  in  the  area  dur¬ 
ing  1700s. 

The  Commission  note  that  Russell  Phillips  has  given  to 
the  Dighton  Historical  Society  his  collection  of  more  than 
500  Indian  artifacts.  It  is  fine  that  this  large  collection  of 
local  material  is  to  stay  in  town. 

The  Commission  has  arranged  with  Hixon  Tree  Company 
to  continue  the  maintenance  and  spraying  of  Council  Oak 
at  no  cost  to  the  town.

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BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  eighteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  During  the  year  1981  this  Board  conducted  sixteen 
(16)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton. 
Of  these  cases  ten  (10)  were  granted. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  members  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in 
failing  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  the  granting 
of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the 
public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if 
ther  were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to 
owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is 
drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  law  .deprives  the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all, 
beneficial  use  of  his  landl

We  are  making  every  effort  to  continue  and  expand  those 
programs.

The  town  funding  is  used  to  carry  out  the  mandates  as 
provided  in  Chapter  40  Section  B  of  the  General  Laws. 

When  there  is  a  need  for  an  unusual  service  not  covered 
by  the  above  we  apply  funds  from  the  Romero  Trust  Fund. 
All  such  cases  are  confidential. 

Since  the  resignation  of  Mary  Jane  Kingsland  we  have 
employed  Grace  Murray  to  continue  the  registration  of  ap¬ 
proximately  900  seniors.  This  information  will  provide  us 
with  the  needs  of  our  elderly. 
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Out  of  580  seniors  visited  we  have  compiled  the  follow¬ 
ing  statistics  from  our  survey:

125  live  alone,  412  with  spouses,  18  with  children  and  27 
have  other  arrangements.  We  have  5  who  are  legally  blind, 
2  on  dialysis  and  2  who  need  prosthesis. 


The  greatest  need  is  in  the  area  of  transportation,  help 
with  medical  emergencies,  housing,  fuel  assistance,  tax  relief 
and  health  clinics. 


This  year  seems  to  be  the  year  for  resignations  for 
Francis  McDermott  a  Board  Member  for  1  year  and  then 
our  treasurer  for  5  years,  Hannah  Bonvie  a  Board  Member 
for  5  years,  and  Rebecca  Webster,  secretary  for  2  years  all 
resigned  for  definite  reasons.  We  are  most  grateful  for  their 
services  and  we  thank  them  for  the  many  duties  they  carried 
out  in  their  respective  assignments. 

The  new  members  of  the  board  are  Margaret  Borden 
and  Phoebe  Medeiros  as  secretary.  We  are  happy  to  have 
them  both  on  our  team.  Shirley  Sandner  replaces  Raymond 
LaPage  as  Senior  Aide  who  resigned  for  personal  reasons. 
We  extend  our  thanks  to  Ray  for  his  many  kindnesses  and 
to  Shirley  who  has  already  won  the  hearts  of  our  seniors. 
Medical  transportation  is  of  great  importance  in  our  area, 
Shirley  also  assists  in  other  capacities  when  needed. 

You  will  note  that  the  title  of  Alice  Souza  has  been 
changed  to  Director,  this  recommendation  was  made  by  the 
Area  Agency  on  Aging.  Regardless  of  the  title  change  she 
is  doing  a  tremendous  job  for  our  people.  With  the  many 
responsibilities  which  she  is  called  upon  to  perform,  it  would 
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be  of  great  assistance  to  her  if  volunteers  would  offer  one 
or  two  hours  each  week  to  carry  out  some  of  her  minor 
functions.  Call  the  office  823-0095  between  11:00  a.m.  and 
4:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday.  You  will  be  most 
welcome.  At  present  we  have  8  volunteers  plus  our  Council 
on  Aging  Board  who  put  in  many  hours  of  many  services 
to  our  elderly.  With  additional  volunteers  other  programs 
could  be  added. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  sincere  expression  of 
appreciation  to  the  Council  on  Aging  Board  Members,  Town 
Officials,  Housing  Authority,  Organizations  and  all  Dighton 
citizens  for  their  loyal  support  and  encouragement  in  our 
programs.

Dighton  Civil  Defense  has  continued  to  be  active  in 
Local,  State  and  National  RACCS  Radio  and  alert  drills;  as 
required  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency. 

The  Town  of  Dighton  was  an  active  part  of  a  Hypo¬ 
thetical  Emergency  situation  code  named  VONQUE  PASTORI 
on  September  6,  1981,  which  required  the  testing  of  the 
equipment  capability  of  the  Towns  Departments  to  come  to 
bear  in  an  emergency. 

Dighton  Town  Departments  have  always  responded  to 
these  emergencies  situation  with  a  vigor  unusual  in  small 
localities,  considering  lack  of  equipment. 

There  were  two  tidal  watches  on  the  river  last  year. 
Fortunately  no  floods. 

Civil  Defense  has  purchased  for  the  use  of  Town  agencies 
a  resuscitation  and  dummy  for  use  in  C.P.R.  courses  in  the 
town.  It  is  available  thru  the  Fire  Department  to  authorized 
instructors. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  Supt.  of  Streets,  Chief 
of  Police,  Chief  of  Fire  Department,  Supt.  of  Water  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  all  their  personnel,  and  every  person  who  aids  in 
the  Civil  Defense.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT— DIGHTON,  MASS. 

December  31,  1981 


On  June  30,  1982  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  twenty- three  years  of  service  to  the 
cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

During  this  time  our  men  have  been  continuously 
schooled  in  the  latest  methods  of  control,  the  proper  applica¬ 
tion  of  pesticides  and  use  of  equipment  in  order  to  insure 
the  safety  of  both  the  people  and  the  environment  while 
conducting  our  never  ending  fight  to  control  mosquitos 
throughout  the  county.  Each  man  who  operates  our  ultra 
low  volume  fogging  machines  or  any  other  equipment  used 
in  the  application  of  pesticides  is  state  certified. 

Through  years  of  experience  it  is  evident  that  water 
management  is  the  most  effective  and  longlasting  method 
of  control,  as  mosquitos  pass  from  eggs  to  adults  in  water. 
The  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  has  four  crawler 
tractors  with  backhoes  that  are  available  for  water  manage¬ 
ment  work  whether  it  is  for  the  elimination  of  a  wet  area 
or  constructing  a  system  of  ditches  that  will  regulate  water 
depth  and/or  flow  in  a  swamp  area.  It  is  often  not  necessary 
to  drain  an  area  completely  but  rather  construct  a  series 
of  ditches  by  which  we  are  able  to  regulate  the  flow  of  water. 
Should  a  city  or  town  official  or  people  therein  feel  they 
have  an  area  where  such  work  might  be  advantageous,  please 
contact  this  office  and  we  shall  survey  the  area.  Upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  our  survey,  if  worthwhile  work  can  be  done,  it 
shall  be  scheduled. 

During  the  pre-hatch  season  from  January  to  the  end  of 
March  a  total  of  29/4  acres  of  known  mosquito  breeding 
swamp  and  woodland  pool  areas  were  treated  with  Methoxy- 
chlor  wettable  powder  dust.  As  the  winter  ice  melts,  this 
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pesticide  is  released  into  the  water  to  kill  either  over-winter¬ 
ing  mosquito  larvae  or  larvae  hatching  from  eggs  laid  in  the 
fall.  An  additional  101/4  acres  were  treated  with  fuel  oil. 
The  amount  of  acreage  treated  is  below  normal  due  to  the 
dry  weather  that  prevailed  during  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1980.  Only  areas  that  are  filled  with  water  that  does  not 
run  off  and  are  know  as  previous  mosquito  breeding  areas 
can  be  treated. 

The  spring  brood  of  mosquitos  emerged  the  end  of  April 
and  our  spray  program  got  underway  the  first  part  of  May. 
We  received  approximately  191  calls  from  the  town  people 
requesting  that  their  area  be  sprayed.  During  the  summer 
season  all  recreational  areas  and  camps  were  sprayed  weekly 
as  well  as  all  other  areas  of  the  town  where  mosquitos  were 
a  problem.  We  also  treated  92  breeding  catch  basins  during 
this  time. 

During  the  summer  months  we  also  monitored  the  mos¬ 
quito  population  and  types  collected  by  our  mosquito  light 
traps.  This  helps  to  keep  the  Project  informed  of  any  build¬ 
up  in  eastern  equine  encephalitis  virus,  should  it  exist.  The 
1981  season  saw  little,  if  any,  virus  present  and  no  cases 
were  reported. 

In  early  September  the  need  for  adult  mosquito  spraying 
no  longer  existed.  With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our 
work  turned  to  water  management  projects.  At  this  time  the 
crews  cut  brush  and  cleaned  debris  from  existing  ditches  and 
streams  in  order  to  insure  a  better  flow  of  water  from  norm¬ 
ally  wet  areas.  A  total  of  1,250  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from 
ditches  and  1,300  feet  of  existing  drainage  ditch  cleaned  of 
debris. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people 
of  Dighton  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and 
look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should

SRPEDD  REPORT 
TOWN  OF  DIGHTON 

During  1981  the  Town  of  Dighton  continued  its  member¬ 
ship  for  the  twelfth  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Plan¬ 
ning  and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a  plan¬ 
ning  and  economic  development  agency  formed  under  state 
law  to  serve  twenty-eight  communities  in  southeastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  by  providing  a  cooperative  approach  to  regional  is¬ 
sues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a  Commission  consisting  of  a 
chief  elected  official  or  designee  and  a  planning  board  repre¬ 
sentative  from  each  participating  municipality  and  six  low- 
income  and  minority  representatives.  Dighton's  Commission 
representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning 
Board,  respectively  are,  Allan  Campbell,  who  serves  as  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Commission,  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  and  Manuel  Ferreira. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  develop¬ 
ment,  SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through 
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the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  re¬ 
ceives  time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing  appli¬ 
cations  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency^s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid 
waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water 
quality.  Local  participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables 
communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

Services  to  Dighton  this  past  year  included : 

•  Developing  a  Water  Supply  Protection  Program  in¬ 
cluding  the  definition  of  aquifer  recharge  areas  and 
preparation  of  a  groundwater  protection  by-law. 

Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year 
benefiting  all  communities  include : 

•  The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for  U.  S. 
Economic  Development  Administration  funding  and 
a  10  percent  bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

•  The  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP) 
which  lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for 
federal  and  state  funding.  A  project  must  be  in¬ 
cluded  on  the  TIP  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  these 
funds. 

•  A  Housing  Conversion  and  Rehabilitation  Program 
funded  with  bonus  money  provided  to  SRPEDD  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment.  The  program  will  provide  grants  to  establish 
approximately  25  new  housing  units  in  existing 
structures  throughout  the  region. 

•  The  Transportation  Energy  Contingency  Plan  which 
recommends  a  number  of  local  and  regional  actions 
in  case  of  a  gasoline  emergency. 
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•  Several  conference:  SRPEDD  co-sponsored  a  Water 
Symposium  in  Bridgewater,  Hazardous  Waste  Work¬ 
shops  in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  and  an  Eco¬ 
nomic  Development  Conference  in  Brockton ;  and 
conducted  Energy  Conservation  and  Waste  Heat 
Utilization  Workshops. 

•  SRPEDD  also  conducts  and  environmental  as¬ 

sessment  reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded  pro¬ 
jects;  reviews  of  industrial  revenue  bonds;  and  re¬ 
views  of  all  local  zoning  amendments.  The  reviews 
are  advisory  and  are  oriented  toward  making  propo¬ 
sals  more  cost-effective  and  feasible. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member 
communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  muni¬ 
cipalities  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  pro¬ 
vide  technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage  coopera¬ 
tion  among  communities,  and  provide  a  comprehensive  ap¬ 
proach  to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  follow¬ 
ing  January  1.  Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of 
any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least 
five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or 
before  the  following  January  1.  There  will  be  no  exceptions 
made  to  this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  birth  certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of  immuniziation  against  diph¬ 
theria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  polio  or  a  state¬ 
ment  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  unadvisable.  Chil¬ 
dren  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  also.

Elementary,  Jr.  High  School  and  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the 
notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton ; 
WSAR  and  WALE,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  W JAR,  WHIM,  WHJY, 
WHJJ,  WSNE  and  WEAN,  Providence ;  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  less  that  the  required  distance  when  our  buses 
are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  oc¬ 
curred  during  the  calendar  year  1981.  The  traumatic  events 
which  occurred  during  1981  were  all  related  to  preparing  the 
budget  to  implement  Proposition  2I/2.  Everyone  connected 
with  the  school  system  experienced  a  very  stressful  period  of 
time.  The  budget  was  prepared  by  the  School  Committee 
according  to  the  mandates  of  Proposition  21/2,  the  regulations 
which  were  promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Revenue,  and 
the  guidelines  which  were  established  by  local  officials.  Anxi¬ 
ety  and  emotions  were  high  when  the  realities  of  the  required 
budget  reductions  were  faced  by  the  School  Committee  and 
members  of  the  community  who  participated  in  the  budget 
preparation  sessions.  As  we  approached  the  town  meeting,  the 
confusion  surrounding  the  preparation  of  the  budget  to  im¬ 
plement  Proposition  2^/2  became  very  evident.  You  need  only 
recall  the  postponements,  delays  and  confusion  during  town 
meeting  to  know  whereof  I  speak. 

During  this  period  of  time,  the  six  months  subsequent  to 
November,  1980,  the  questions  on  most  everyones  lips  in¬ 
volved  the  purpose  of  Proposition  2l^.  There  were  as  many 
different  answers  as  there  were  questions.  As  this  report  is 
written,  the  effects  of  Proposition  2V2  have  touched  everyone 
in  the  community  in  some  way.  The  reduction  in  local  budgets 
has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  services.  Reductions  in  services 
means  that  individuals  providing  the  services  must  be  given 
reduced  hours  or  be  laid  off  entirely.  I  believe  it  is  clear  to 
everyone  in  the  community  that  the  school  system  experienced 
the  severest  loss  of  services.  It  is  my  position,  as  your  super¬ 
intendent  of  schools,  that  the  services  we  were  providing  to 
your  school  children  during  the  1980-81  school  year  were  best 
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described  as  meeting’  minimal  standards.  I  ask  you  to  recall 
that  your  per  pupil  expenditures,  a  good  indicator  of  the  level 
of  your  educational  programs,  were  below  the  state  average. 
Therefore,  it  follows  that  the  pupils  in  your  schools  in  1981-82 
are  not  receiving  the  same  level  of  programs  which  were  pre¬ 
sented  in  prior  years.  Unfortunatly,  it  will  take  years  for  me 
to  document  the  difference. 

As  the  80-81  school  year  came  to  a  close,  there  were  indi¬ 
cations  that  the  trying  times  we  had  experienced  as  a  staff 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1981  had  the  potential  to  create 
a  cohesiveness  that  would  help  us  to  overcome  the  problem 
which  we  described  as  a  lack  of  confidence  in  our  schools. 

During  this  six-month  period,  January  to  June,  1981,  the 
one  reality  which  the  faculty  found  the  most  difficulty  accept¬ 
ing  was  this  apparent  lack  of  confidence  the  community  had 
in  its  schools.  The  percentage  of  people  who  voted  for  Propo¬ 
sition  2%,  the  small  turnout  at  the  budget  preparation  meet¬ 
ings,  the  few  parents  who  spoke  in  support  of  our  programs, 
and  the  feelings  expressed  at  the  town  meetings  were  accepted

as  indicators  of  the  lack  of  confidence.  I  am  very  pleased  that 
the  staff  has  responded  to  that  challenge.  We  are  proud  of 
our  accomplishments  and  we  have  accepted  the  lack  of  confi¬ 
dence  as  a  challenge.  If  you  know  what  is  going  on  in  your 
schools,  you,  too,  will  be  proud  and  confident  that  V7e  are 
achieving  your  goals  for  your  youngsters. 

Our  mission  and  goals  for  1981-82  speak  to  that  challenge. 

1981-82  MISSION  AND  GOALS 
YEAR  THREE 

MISSION:  To  continue  development  of  a  true  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  mutual  respect  within  both 
our  schools  and  our  community. 

GOAL#l:  To  generate  within  the  staff  increased  pro¬ 
fessional  cofidence  through  self-examination. 
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effective  communication,  and  administrative 
support. 

GOAL  #2:  To  improve  community  awareness  of  positive 
aspects  of  public  school  education  programs. 

GOAL  #3:  To  provide  appropriate  opportunities  for  com¬ 
munity  feedback. 

The  first  four  months  of  the  81-82  school  year,  September, 
to  December,  have  been  vey  productive  in  our  goal  attainment. 
We  are  working  together  better  than  ever  before,  morale  is 
high,  and  esprit  de  corps  has  never  been  better.  It  is  too  early 
to  tell  why  we  have  been  able  to  improve  these  three  very 
important  ingredients  found  in  successful  organization,  but  it 
is  clear  that  we  have.  The  next  step,  acceptance  by  the  parent 
segment  of  the  community  that  they  have  much  to  be  proud 
of  in  their  schools  and  that  they  must  be  willing  to  protect  it, 
is  well  under  way.  The  final  step,  acceptance  by  the  entire 
community,  is  more  difficult.  I  accept,  as  an  indication  of  the 
future,  the  approval  by  the  special  town  meeting  in  September 
of  the  School  Committee’s  request  for  $50,000.00  in  additional 
funds  to  supplement  the  81-82  School  Budget. 

Organization 

The  central  office  administration  and  building  pricipals 
continue  to  operate  as  a  team. 

As  a  result  of  budget  reductions,  the  position  of  Director 
of  Curriculum  held  by  Dr.  Alan  Patterson  was  eliminated.  Dr. 
Patterson  found  employment  as  the  Director  of  Curriculum 
in  a  neighboring  school  system  in  Rhode  Island. 

The  central  office  administrative  staff  has  been  reduced 
during  the  past  two  years  from  the  normal  staff  of  five  to 
three  administrators;  Administrator  of  Business,  Director  of 
Special  Services,  and  Superintendent  of  Schools.  As  a  result 
of  the  decrease,  the  combined  Union  #37/Dighton-Rehoboth 
School  Committees  created  a  Central  Office  Study  Committee 
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to  study  the  current  organization.  The  results  of  the  study 
will  be  acted  on  at  a  meeting  in  early  January.  The  report 
is  available  in  the  central  office. 

In  the  reorganization  plan  implemented  for  1981-82,  each 
building  principal  was  assigned  the  responsibility  for  the  K-12 
coordination  of  an  area  of  the  curriculum  that  the  Administra¬ 
tive  Team  agreed  needed  that  type  of  coordination.  The 
program  is  operating  successfully.  However,  it  is  an  addi¬ 
tional  responsibility  over  and  above  their  usual  duties. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  Mr.  Philip  C.  Dyer, 
Principal  of  Dighton  Elementary  School,  Mr.  Leo  T.  Wontkow- 
ski.

REPORT  OF  PHILIP  C.  DYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as 
supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1st  at  the  Kindergarten  to 
Fifth  Grade  Level  was  442.  The  Kindergarten  enrollment  was 
45;  first  grade  enrollment  was  81;  second  grade  enrollment 
was  57;  third  grade  enrollment  was  78;  fourth  grade  enroll¬ 
ment  was  79 ;  and  fifth  grade  enrollment  was  102. 

Facilities 

The  facilities  of  the  elementary  school  are  well  maintained 
by  a  superior  custodial  staff.  This  year  the  kindergarten  is 
included  in  the  elementary  school  plant  and  initial  staff  re¬ 
action  is  very  favorable. 

Over  the  past  several  years  the  entire  staff  has  made  a 
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concerted  effort  to  institute  the  3  E's  of  Energy,  Economy  and 
Efficiency.  The  school  has  decreased  its  usage  of  oil  by  42% 
and  electricity  by  18  % .  The  efforts  to  monitor  these  rapidly 
rising  costs  enable  us  to  make  best  use  of  the  funds  the  com¬ 
munity  provides  us. 

Further,  a  review  of  the  transportation  system  resulted  in 
substantial  savings  in  contractual  costs. 


Curriculum  and  School  Programs 

During  this  year  we  are  involved  in  the  third  phase  of 
the  Basic  Skills  Program. 

In  our  Basic  Skills  Program,  skills  lists  and  assessment 
instruments  will  be  established  for  Listening  at  the  designated 
third  grade  level  during  the  1981-82  school  year.  During  the 
1980-81  school  year,  we  began  administering  tests  in  Reading, 
Mathematics,  and  Writing  to  all  third  graders  to  establish 
whether  they  have  developed  the  best  skills  designated  for 
their  grade  level.  The  results  of  the  basic  skills  testing  indi¬ 
cate  almost  all  student  have  mastered  basic  skills. 

Even  those  few  students  who  failed  initially  were  able  to 
perform  at  required  levels  within  month  of  regular  instruc¬ 
tional  programs. 

Basic  Skills  results  throughout  the  school  system  at  third, 
sixth,  and  ninth  grades  indicated  that  most  of  our  Dighton 
students  have  mastered  the  required  basic  skills  in  the  critical 
areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics,  and  Writing. 

Our  achievement  testing  at  the  elementary  school  indi¬ 
cates  performance  above  the  national  average  in  all  tested 
areas.  College  SAT  results  from  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School  indicate  scores  consistanlty  at  or  above  the  state 
and  national  averages.  Further,  they  indicate  none  of  the 
recently  publicized  national  decline. 
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We  are  proud  of  performance  in  both  basic  skills  and 
overall  academic  achievement.  Tho  entire  staff  is  committed 
to  sustaining,  and  where  possible,  improving  currently  high 
standards. 


During  this  year,  the  school  has  sponsored  a  number  of 
community  outreach  activities  for  grandparents  and  senior 
citizens.  The  results  have  been  gratifying  in  having  many 
pandparents  comment  positively  on  the  order  and  discipline 
in  the  school.  Teacher  and  parent  cooperation  is  the  vital  in¬ 
gredient  in  sustaining  this  high  level  discipline  so  necessary 
to  a  successful  school. 


Instructional  Staff 

With  Mrs.  Stares  and  Mrs.  Snee  on  leave  of  absence 
and  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Lane,  Mrs.  Roy  was  transferred 
to  first  grade;  Mrs.  Patten  was  transferred  to  fifth  grade; 
and  Mr.  Sullivan  continued  in  fifth  grade. 

Five  instructional  aide  positions  were  eliminated  because 
of  budget  restrictions  and  I  would  like  to  wish  Mrs.  Carol 
Horton  and  Mrs.  Kathy  Kishfy  best  wishes  for  future  en¬ 
deavors. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Mrs.  Helen  Lane 
for  her  fourteen  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  townspeople 
and  children  of  Dighton.  Mrs.  Lane’s  special  gift  was  the 
nurturance  and  academic  assistance  to  students  who  had 
learning  difficulties.  She  deserves  and  has  earned  the  finest 
that  retirement  can  provide. 

Often  I’ve  commented  on  the  fine  staff  we  have  at  the 
Dighton  Elementary  School.  Many  times  I  have  heard  from 
people  who  substitute  in  other  schools  about  how  much  they 
like  to  work  at  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Having  worked  with  this  staff  for  eight  years  now,  I 
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am  very  appreciative  of  how  much  energy  and  effort  is 
devoted  to  providing  the  high  quality  education  and  discipline 
for  the  children  of  Dighton. 


Support  Staff 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  best  wishes  to  Mrs.  Louise 
Gomes  in  her  retirement.  Mrs.  Gomes  served  the  school  on 
the  cafeteria  staff  for  twenty-eight  years. 

The  office  staff  has  assumed  a  greater  role  each  year  in 
supporting  the  instructional  staff  and  in  preparing  communi¬ 
cations  with  the  parents.  The  efforts  of  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Perry 
and  the  office  clerks  have  been  superlative  again. 

The  cafeteria  does  a  fine  job  of  preparing  meals  of  low 
cost  during  this  period  of  rapidly  rising  costs. 

The  custodial  staff  headed  by  Mr.  Edmond  Richard  is 
second  to  none. 


Conclusion 

I  have  been  happy  to  serve  another  year  as  Principal 
of  Dighton  Elementary  School.  In  many  important  aspects 
the  elementary  school  continues*  to  improve.  This  is  true 
only  because  of  the  efforts  of  the  entire  staff  whose  dedica¬ 
tion  must  be  noted. 

I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Harrington  and  his  staff,  the  Digh¬ 
ton  School  Committee,  the  students,  parents,  and  community 
for  their  encouragement,  assistance  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  LEO  T.  WONTKOWSKI,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


I  hereby  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  principal 
of  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1981,  was  290  students. 
This  is  nearly  the  same  number  of  students  enrolled  two 
years  ago  in  1979. 


Personnel 

After  thirteen  years  of  service  to  the  Dighton  Junior 
High  School,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Davis  retired  from  her  position 
as  grade  six  social  studies  teacher.  To  remove  this  vacancy, 
the  position  of  permanent  substitute  was  created  and  filled 
by  a  graduate  of  Dighton  schools,  Mrs.  Caryn  (Higgins) 
Sanson. 

Because  of  budget  cuts,  we  were  unable  to  rehire  any 
of  our  four  instructional  aides.  Since  instructional  aide  work 
was  primarily  directed  toward  the  more  effective  use  of 
teacher  time,  their  absence  from  the  school  program  is 
clearly  a  great  loss. 

At  present,  the  only  auxiliary  staff  consists  of  one  per¬ 
son,  Mrs.  Della  Hathaway,  who  has  been  with  us  for  over 
ten  years  as  a  teacher  aide-librarian.  She  has  now  assumed 
a  newly  created  position,  clerk-aide. 

Head  Custodian,  John  White,  retired  before  the  end  of 
the  1980-81  school  year,  and  he  was  replaced  by  William 
Raposa  on  a  temporary  basis.  Mr.  Raposa  had  assisted  Mr. 
White  for  eight  years.  The  use  of  two  custodians,  one  during 
the  school  day  and  one  working  afternoon  and  evenings, 
continued  until  July,  1981.  At  that  time,  the  school  com- 
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mittee  reorganized  the  custodial  staff  for  both  schools  into 
one  unit  headed  by  Mr.  Edmond  Richard.  This  arrangement 
allows  the  custodial  staff  the  flexibility  of  using  personnel 
at  either  school  as  needed. 

Mr.  Manuel  Amaral  of  Dighton  joined  our  custodial 
staff  during  this  past  summer. 


Educational  Programs 

This  year,  as  mandated  by  state  law,  students  in  speci¬ 
fied  grades  had  to  take  the  Basic  Skills  Tests  in  Reading, 
Writing,  and  Mathematics.  The  report  for  Dighton  Junior 
High  School  is  as  follows: 

Reading:  Grade  six  students  took  the  Stanford  Diagnostic 
Reading  Test.  In  order  to  pass  the  minimum  standards,  a 
student  had  to  achieve  correct  scores  on  142  or  more  of  214 
items.  Eighty-seven  students,  or  91%,  passed.  Nine  stu¬ 
dents,  or  9%,  failed  to  meet  minimum  standards.  Four  stu¬ 
dents,  or  4%,  were  exempted. 

Mathematics:  Grade  six  students  took  the  Stanford  Diag¬ 
nostic  Math  Test.  In  order  to  pass  the  minimum  standards, 
a  student  had  to  achieve  correct  scores  on  70  or  more  of 
117  items.  Eighty-nine  students,  or  93%,  passed.  Seven  stu¬ 
dents,  or  7%,  failed  to  meet  minimum  standards.  Four  stu¬ 
dents,  or  4%,  were  exempted. 

Writing:  Grade  six  students  took  a  sample  writing  test 
which  consisted  of  a  friendly  letter.  Grading  was  done 
holistically.  In  this  case,  each  writing  sample  is  scored  on 
a  four-point  scale  with  four  as  the  highest  score.  Two 
different  readers  must  assess  the  work.  In  order  to  pass, 
a  students  must  have  a  minimum  average  score  of  two 
out  of  four  on  two  separate  reading.  Eighty-nine,  or  ' 93%, 
passed  the  writing  exam.  Seven,  or  7  % ,  did  not  meet  mini¬ 
mum  standards.  Four,  or  4%,  were  exempted. 
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A  major  innovation  in  our  school  was  inaugurated  last 
spring  and  was  continued  this  fall,  The  Citizenship  Service 
Award  Program.  This  is  a  project  which  promotes  good 
attitude  toward  school  and  school  work.  It  stresses  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  cooperation,  responsibility,  and  determined 
effort,  the  qualities  which  most  determine  a  good  work  atti¬ 
tude.  It  features  frequent  reviews  of  all  student  citizenship 
records  by  the  staff  and  availability  of  this  information  to 
all  the  students.  The  highlight  of  the  project  is  the  role 
played  by  local  businesses  and  industries  who  act  as  sponsors. 
These  firms  allow  the  school  to  use  their  names  to  promote 
good  citizenship,  and  they  finance  the  program.  The  1981-82 
sponsors  include:  Anderson-Little  Co.,  BayBank  United,  Bos¬ 
ton  Insulated  Wire  &  Cable,  Inc.,  Bristol  County  Savings 
Bank,  Dary  Ring  Traveler  Corp.,  Dighton  Industries  Co., 
Eastern  Edison/Fall  River  Division,  First  Bristol  County  Na¬ 
tional  Bank,  Harodite  Finishing  Co.,  Inc.,  Haskon  Corp.,  ICI 
Americas  Inc.,  Mendoza's  Cleaners,  Princess  House,  Inc.,  Reed 
&  Barton  Silversmiths,  Robertson  Factories,  Inc.,  Roseniar 
Silve  Co.,  Inc.,  Sears/Swansea  Mall,  Swank  Inc.,  Taunton 
Savings  Bank,  and  one  anonymous  sponsor. 

In  addition  to  staff,  other  areas  were  curtailed  due  to 
budgetary  considerations.  These  were  graduation  and  end-of- 
year  activities,  intramurals,  interscholastic  sports,  and  late 
buses.  In  addition,  the  entire  staff  was  required  to  economize 
in  accounts,  such  as  te,xtbooks  and  teaching  supplies. 

Partly  due  to  the  loss  of  the  grade  six  instructional  aides 
who  helped  coordinate  the  parent  volunteer  program,  the 
latter  program  was  not  resumed  this  year.  Prior  to  this  year, 
the  parent  volunteer  program  had  been  associated  with  the 
Dighton  Junior  High  since  1976.  It  was  one  of  the  few  such 
programs  in  which  parents  and  teachers  worked  together 
side  by  side  in  the  classroom. 
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Facilities 

With  the  elimination  of  the  aide-librarian  position,  the 
library  was  closed.  All  books  were  distributed  throughout  the 
classrooms.  Each  room  now  has  its  own  class  library.  Books 
are  exchanged  among  rooms  and  new  titles  are  added.  These 
include  a  variety  of  reference  books. 

Only  very  recently,  the  methane  odors  which  were  very 
noticeably  present  in  the  east  side  of  the  building  seem  to 
have  been  eliminated.  For  this  very  significant  occurrence, 
the' staff  and  I  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Earle  Varley  and  his  crew 
who  succeeded  in  finding  and  eliminating  the  problem  when 
it  looked  like  we  would  be  held  captive  by  it  for  some  time 
to  come. 


Conclusion 

I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Harington  for  his  continued 
encouragement  and  support  of  our  school.  Thanks  also  to 
Mr.  Philip  C.  Dyer,  Principal  of  Dighton  Elementary  School, 
for  his  initiative  in  maintaining  good  cooperation  between 
Dighton’s  two  schools. 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  Dighton  Junior  High 
SchooFs  entire  staff,  teachers,  our  secretary,  our  clerk-aide, 
and  the  entire  custodial  staff  for  consistently  doing  their 
best  in  order  to  make  our  school  the  best  in  the  area.

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REPORT  OF  MARSHALL  SAWYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  official  enrollment  of  the  high  school  for  1981  was 
1,039.  This  is  16  less  than  last  year  and  102  less  than  the 
high  water  mark  of  1,141  reached  in  our  largest  year  of  1975. 
The  high  school  will  not  experience  a  significant  drop  in 
enrollment  for  a  few  years. 

Personnel 

Mrs.  Ruth  O’Keefe,  a  Science  teacher,  and  Mr.  Aldo 
Fasolo,  a  Vocational  teacher,  have  both  retired  after  many 
years  of  teaching.  Mr.  Robert  Almeida  has  replaced  Mrs. 
O’Keefe  in  the  Science  Department.  Mr.  William  Humes  has 
been  hired  to  replace  Mr.  Fasolo  as  a  mmber  of  the  Vo¬ 
cational  staff. 

Mr.  Kevin  'Gaffney,  an  English  teacher,  and  Mr.  Lynn 
Finley,  a  Science  teacher,  have  left  Dighton-Rehoboth  Re¬ 
gional  High  School.  Both  gentlemen  have  decided  to  make 
career  changes  and  enter  other  professions.  Mr.  Fred  Hallal 
has  replaced  Mr.  Finley  in  the  Science  Department.  He  is 
also  teaching  in  the  Social  Studies  Department.  Mr.  Gaffney’s 
position  was  not  filled. 

Mrs.  Juliette  Marcoux,  who  taught  part-time  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Foreign  Language  Department,  left  after  a 
service  of  three  years.  Mrs.  Pamela  Vance,  Adjustment 
Counselor  in  the  high  school,  left  after  a  service  of  one  year. 
Neither  position  was  filled. 

Accepting  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  1981-82  school  year 
was  Ms.  Jeanne  Hillier,  a  member  of  the  Guidance  Depart¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Roger  Duarte  of  the  Social  Studies  Department 
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is  replacing  Ms.  Hillier  for  the  year.  Mrs.  Carol  Pawlak, 
who  had  been  on  maternity  leave,  officially  resigned  to  devote 
full  time  to  raising  her  family. 

Mr.  Arthur  Fiore,  Physical  Education  teacher  and  head 
football  coach,  resigned  to  accept  a  teaching  position  in 
another  school  system.  Mr.  John  Switchenko  is  a  new  Physi¬ 
cal  Education  teacher  for  the  high  school. 

Mrs.  Judy  Butler  and  Mrs.  Linda  Langlois,  both  teachers 
in  a  grant  program  run  through  the  Special  Services  De¬ 
partment,  left  the  high  school. 

Additional  staff  leaving  Dighton-Rehoboth  during  1981 
were  Miss  Pamela  Vilela  and  Mr.  Peter  Nowell.  Both  had 
served  as  Instructional  Aides  in  our  Special  Services  Program. 
Miss  Jane  DeCristafaro  and  Miss  Thea  Jowaiszas  have  been 
hired  as  the  new  Instructional  Aides. 

A  new  course  entitled  “Business  Math  With  Calculators'^ 
has  been  added  to  the  curriculum.  Twelve  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  electronic  calculators  were  bought  through  a  com¬ 
pletely  funded  federal  grant.  I  might  add  that  aggressive 
pursuit  of  grant  money  added  almost  $100,000  worth  of 
equipment  and  materials  to  the  total  money  available  to  the 
school  at  no  direct  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  Dighton  and 
Rehoboth. 

The  restraints  imposed  on  the  high  school  by  Proposition 
21/2  have  had  their  effect.  Some  programs,  services,  and  equip¬ 
ment,  provided  in  the  past  by  the  high  school,  had  to  be 
curtailed.  Our  Cosmetology  program  serves  an  example  of 
our  reduced  programs.  Services  such  as  the  5:30  bus  serves 
as  an  example  of  the  reduced  services.  Almost  no  new  equip¬ 
ment  was  added  to  the  school.  Every  program  and  service 
in  the  school  was  affected  in  some  manner  by  the  general 
budget-tightening  that  went  on. 
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A  good  start  has  been  made  in  the  school  in  organizing 
and  preparing  for  the  ten  year  evaluation  that  will  take  place 
in  1982  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges. 

Conclusion 

Citizens  in  the  town  can  look  with  pride  toward  their 
high  school.  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  con¬ 
tinues  to  offer  an  educational  program  that  easily  surpasses 
any  area  school.  Our  ‘‘College  Board”  scores  are  an  indication 
of  this.  The  results  of  our  Basic  Skills  Tests  indicate  that 
it  is  a  rare  student  who  has  not  mastered  the  Basic  Skills 
of  reading,  writing  and  mathematics.  Our  high  school  grad¬ 
uates  continue  to  be  accepted  at  the  most  demanding  of 
institutions  of  higher  learning.  The  high  school  continues  to 
offer  a  superior  program  to  students  who  attend  here. 

An  excelent  staff  serves  the  student  body  at  D-R,  and 
any  success  of  the  high  school  is  due  to  their  efforts  and  the 
support  freely  given  by  the  parents.  The  cooperation  that  I 
have  received  from  parents,  citizens,  school  committee  and 
everyone  associated  with  the  school  is  greatly  appreciated. 
I  am  happy  to  have  completed  another  year  as  principal,  and 
I  take  pride  in  the  school.  I  also  thank  the  many  people  who 
make  my  job  easier  and  who  contribute  so  much  to  the 
success  of  the  school.

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and  certified  as  free  from  Tuberculosis  will  no  longer  be 
required  to  be  certified  every  three  years.  Therefore,  annual 
Tuberculosis  Screening  will  no  longer  be  sponsored  by  the 
Dighton  Board  of  Health. 

Immunization  Program: 

Complete  immunization  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough,  (D.P.T.), Measles,  Mumps,  Rubella  (M.M.R.),  and 
Polio  was  offered  free  of  charge  to  all  Dighton  children  by 
the  Dighton  Board  of  Health  and  the  Dighton  School  De¬ 
partment  at  Clinics  held  in  March,  April,  and  May,  1981.

THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN— 1981 

The  year  1981  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  daily  demands  of  the  office  appear  to  increase 
each  year.  Among  the  major  activities  and  concerns  have 
been  the  following. 

'  The  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge  was  closed  by  the  state 
D.P.W.  from  February  10  to  April  22.  The  Dighton  and 
Berkley  Selectmen  cooperated  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
for  its  reopening.  Recognizing  the  limited  life  span  remain¬ 
ing  for  the  bridge,  we  are  taking  steps  to  secure  Federal 
funding  for  a  replacement  bridge. 

The  Town  continued  its  participation  in  the  Greater 
Attleboro-Taunton  Regional  Transit  Authority  which  through 
Federal  and  State  funding,  kept  bus  service  to  the  town  at 
previous  levels  at  no  expense  directly  to  the  town. 

1981  saw  the  first  cycle  of  budget  preparation  under 
Prop  21/2  by  Boards,  Committees,  and  Department  Heads. 
The  limits  on  expenditures  resulted  in  reduction  of  personnel 
in  the  Police  Department,  Highway  Department,  and  Town 
Office  staff.  Increased  individual  efforts  by  town  employees 
have  allowed  town  services  to  be  maintained  at  near  levels 
of  past  performance.  Past  efforts  by  Department  Heads  and 
town  employees  in  maintenance  of  buildings  and  equipment 
have  been  of  valuable  assistance.  Without  a  rapidly  expand¬ 
ing  tax  base  or  increases  in  state  aid,  we  envision  maintaining 
the  current  level  of  town  services  to  become  more  difficult 
with  each  passing  year. 

Energy  audits  on  town  buildings  were  conducted  this  year 
and  the  degree  of  current  efficiency  was  found  to  be  high. 
Deficiences  noted,  have  either  been  addressed,  or  will  be 
addressed  as  soon  as  is  practicable.  Nicholas  Santore,  Digh- 
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ton's  Energy  Coordinator,  should  be  commended  for  his  efforts 
in  this  area. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  on  the  recommendation  of  Police 
Chief  Spratt,  discontinued  the  Police  K-9  Unit  this  year. 

The  Board  notes  the  progress  made  by  the  Sewer  Com¬ 
mission  this  past  year  on  the  Sewerage  Project  to  service 
the  North  Dighton  area.  Their  successful  efforts  toward  ob¬ 
taining  additional  Federal  and  State  funding  for  the  project 
is  noteworthy. 

Our  thanks  to  Senator  John  Parker  and  Representative 
Joan  Menard  and  their  staffs  for  their  receptivity  to  the 
town's  interests  and  for  interceding  with  state  agencies  on 
behalf  of  the  town  when  necessary. 

Additionally,  our  thanks  to  everyone  who  has  assisted 
this  board  in  carrying  out  its  duties  this  year.  The  efforts 
of  the  Boards,  Committees,,  Commissions,  Department  Heads 
and  town  employees  has  always  been  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  town.  Attorneys  Peter  and  David  Gay  continue  to 
give  expert  arid  wise  legal  counsel.  Our  personal  thanks  to 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

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Another  year  has  passed  and  Dighton  has  survived  the 
onslaught  of  Proposition  21/2,  or  at  least  for  the  time  being. 

Fiscal  1983  appears  to  be  another  year  in  which  Dighton 
will  be  required  to  make  further  cutbacks  in  their  appropria¬ 
tions  in  order  to  meet  the  levy  limits  permitted  under  Prop¬ 
osition  21/2. 

This  office  will  be  faced  again  this  year  to  update  all 
properties  to  full  and  fair  cash  values.  The  requirements  are 
such  that  bi-annually,  each  city  and  town  must  have  their 
values  recertified  by  the  Department  of  Revenue.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  we  have  taken  the  first  appropriate  steps  for  a  re¬ 
certification  and  have  submitted  this  material  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  for  their  review.  This  review  is  critical 
because  Fiscal  1983  tax  rates  cannot  be  approved  until  this 
recertification  has  been  successfully  accomplished. 

This  brief  report  is  my  last  as  I  will  not  be  seeking  re- 
election.  The  Assessors’  Office  will  consist  of  a  new  team  and 
will  have  a  new  Chairman  for  the  remainder  of  this  Fiscal 
year  and  Fiscal  1983.  I  wish  them  well  in  this  most  difficult 
task  and  ask  that  they  be  given  the  support  that  you  have 
afforded  me  for  so  many  years. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  thank  everyone  individually 
for  the  confidence  and  suport  given  to  me  over  the  years, 
but  I  certainly  want  everyone  to  know  that  being  Dightons’ 
Assessor  for  the  past  thirty  years  has  been  an  enjoyable 
and  rewarding  experience. 

However,  I  do  especialy  want  to  thank,  all  the  Town  De¬ 
partments,  my  associates,  and  especially  my  wonderful  staff 
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who  so  successfully  looked  after  the  details  of  running  this 
office  with  their  expert  handling  of  all  matters  for  the  tax¬ 
payers  of  this  community.
